Alexander Announces 
Country Ready To Cut 
to 50 From 70—U. S.

| SHEFFIELD, England, Jan. 10.— 


(?)—Great Britain tonight through its 
first lord of admiralty made its first 
| public move in precise figures toward 
reduction of naval armaments. 

A. YV. Alexander, speaking in his 
own constituency, announced that the 
empire at the coming five-power con- 
ference intended to propose reducing 
her requirement in cruiser strength 
from 70 to 50. The Kellogg-Briand 
peace pact had altered the situation 
he said, and the admiralty felt war- 
ranted to set its irreducible minimum 
of cruisers at 50 instead of the 70 con-

This was the first time that the 


| British people at large had been au- 
thoritatively informed of the exact po- 
sition of their government on the cruis- 
er question.

It first appeared in this country in 
Annapolis, Md., where three persons 
in one family became critically ill soon 
after Christmas. Their parrot, pur- 
chased from a Baltimore pet shop, 
died Christmas day. 

Although some doctors say that the 
disease cannot be communicated from 
one human being to another, a fam- 
ily of Warren, Ohio, three of whom 
are ill, has been placed under quar- 
antine.

S. S. GEORGE WASHINGTON, 
AT SEA, Jan. 10 \— News of an- 
nouncement by First Lord of Admiral- 
ty A. V. Alexander tonight that Brit- 
ain had cut her minimum cruiser re- 
quirements from 70 to 50 came as no 
surprise to the American delegation 
bound for the five-power conference 
but elicited general applause.

Negro Leader Shot in 
Arm and Grocery Pro- 
prietor Badly Wounded 
as Colored Youth Frus- 
trates Robbery. 


The proprietor of a grocery store at 


477 Connally street and one of three 
unmasked negro bandits were wound- 
ed early Friday night in a pitched 
battle that routed the desperadocs 
when a would-be holdup was frus- 
trated by pistol fire of a loyal colored 
employe.

Maximilian.

ROME, Italy, Jan. 10.—A_ large 
strongbox of jewels, reputed to be of 
fabulous value, which Crown Princess 
Marie Jose brought to Rome when she 
came here to be married to Crown 
Prince Humbert, is causing Roman so- 
ciety no end of worry because of the 
curse which is supposed to be brought 
by the gems to all its owners. 

The collection of jewels came to the 
crown princess as a legacy from Maxi- 
milian, emperor of Mexico, who mar- 
ied Princess Charlotte, daughter of 
Leopold I. Maximilian, who was 
known as the “unlucky emperor,” was 
executed by the Mexican nationals in 
1867 after a vain attempt to hold the 
throne which Napoleon III had wished 
upon him. The Princess Charlotte 
went mad, and died, insane, only a few 
years ago in Europe. 

It has been suggested by supersti- 
tious members of Italian society that 
ithe jewels be taken to the pope to be 
blessed, in order to ward off the 
curse.

dustry.”

as, while zero readings were reported 
as far south as Oklahoma, almost 
due west of Atlanta. Rain, sleet, 
snow and ice were reported as hav- 
ing crippled communication facilities 
in many sections of the country and 
the death toll has mounted to 12. 

A high pressure area was central 
over Port Arthur, Canada, Friday, 
gradually working southeast as an in- 
tervening “low” worked its way to 
the Atlantic coast. Conditions are 
now favorable for the advent of win- 
ter’s third assault of the season, bu- 
reau officials think, but the attack 
will be somewhat moderated due to 
the slowness with which it has prog- 
ressed in the past few days.

The citation against Byrd was 
based on the petition filed by him 
Friday morning in Fulton superior 
court, asking a writ of mandamus te 
compel the First National bank te 
honor a check drawn by C. E. Greg- 
ory, who claims the office of state 
eommissioner of game and fisheries. 
It was averred in the petition asking 
the writ of contempt that Byrd's act, 
which was to compel an action barred 
by an order of the Laurens superior 
court, was improper. 

The contempt writs against Berry 
and the First National Bank of At- 
lanta were founded on allegations that 
the bank had refused to recognize the 
order ef the Laurens superior court. 
placing Claude Rountree and Charlies 
Arnow in control of the state depart- 
ment of game and fisheries as re 
ceivers, | 

The writes of contempt were grant«y 
ed by Judge Camp on sworn petitions 
of RK. L. Rountree, Laurens county 
game warden, who last week initiated 
the proceedings to place the fish and 
game department in the hands of a 
receiver. Fhe writ issued against Mr. 
Berry and the bank was made return- 
able at 2 o’clock Monday afternoon, 
January 13, before Judge Camp. The 
other writ, against Mr. Byrd, is re- 
turnable at 10 o'clock on the morning 
of January 18, the day on which the 
receivership proceedings will be heard.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(2)—| 
Removal of the secretary of the treas- | 
ury from the chairmanship of the | 
federal reserve board in favor of the | 


governor of the board was advocated | 
today in a committee report accom. | 
panying a referendum submitted to its | 
membership by the Chamber of Com- | 
merce of the United States. 

The questions upon which 1,700) 
business organizations were asked to | 
vote also included recommendations | 
that the flow of bank credit into spe- 
culative channels be restricted, but | 
without prescription by congress of | 
precise methods to be followed, and } 
that a uniform rate of rediscount for | 
all reserve banks is “unsuited to our | 
regional system and to the diversity | 
of business conditions.” 

Nineteen questions were presented | 
in the referendum, which was com-|

| piled by 50 leaders in business, labor 


and agriculture after a year's study, 
which the chamber said was “proba- 
bly the most extensive examination 
of the country’s central banking sys- 
tem ever undertaken.” The report 
said that the results, which are to 
be made public on February 24, 
would, in effect, “determine the poli- 
cies of organized business towards the 
reserve system.” 
Few Changes. 

Relatively few of the recommenda- 
tions favor changes in the federal re- 
serve act itself, and in no instance 
was there insistence upon immediate 
legislation. 

“Instead, there is emphasis,” the 
report said, “upon the importance of 
a capable and politically independ- 
ent management and upon the wis- 
dom of permitting the system to de- 
velop improvements in practice.” 

Urging removal of the treasury 
head from the dominant place on the 
board, the committee said the posi- 
tion of governor should be enhanced, 
and added that “the board cannot 
possibly be expected to meet the an- 
ticipation of the farmers of the re- 
serve act while it continues to in- 
clude the secretary of the treasury 
as its chairman, overshadowing the

“It is hardly going too far to say 
that since the establishment of the 
reserve system, the treasury depart- 
ment to a considerable extent has 
overshadowed the board and has tend- 
ed, consciously or unconsciously, to 
reduce the board to the status of a 
departmental bureay,” 

Salary Increase. 

The committee proposed that the 
salaries of board members be increased 
from $12,000 to a minimum of $30,000 
annually for the governor and $25,000 
for other members, holding that the 
salaries must approach, at least, the 
salaries paid in the field of general 
banking, from which federal reserve 
management must be drawn. 

Recommendations also were made 
that the feasibility of divorcing the 
office of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency from the treasury department 
and bringing it under the purview of 
the federal reserve board be consid- 
ered, 

Entering into the widespread discus- 
sion of brokers’ loans, which the re- 
serve board moved to curb last year 
when they were at their peak, the 
committee urged that in determining 
the system’s credit policies, federal 
reserve authorities, with co-operation 
of the member banks, should endeavor 
to restrict the flow of bank credit 
into speculative channels when such 
flow is likely to produce an immedi- 
ate or prospective strain on the re- 
serve of member banks in their ef- 
fort to provide credit accommodation 
to commerce and industry. 

This would be accomplished, how- 
ever, without prescription by congress 
of the methods to be followed. 

Speculation. 
“Widespread speculation in any of 
e markets—real estate, commodity 
or security—may make such demands 
upon the credit resources of the coun- 
trv as to impair their liquidity or dis- 
locate the supply available for under- 
takings involving a normal business 
risk or unduly increase its cost,” the 
committee said in support of its rec- 
ommendation. “Speculation in a local 
or’ general market may arise from 
causes other than the immediate or 
prospective * volume of money or 
credit. 

“When widespread speculation 1s 
attributable in an important part, 
however, to an over-abundant supply 
of money or credit, it is clearly of 
concern to the system, since it pos- 
sesses some power to influence the 
quantity and cost of that supply. On 
such occasions the system cannot 
avoid seeking or urging such adjust- 
ments in the credit supply or in the 
directions of the use of credit as will 
assist in restoring the proper balance 
between the volume of credit used for 
speculative purposes and that used 
in accommodation to business and in- 
dustry.” 


HALF OF STATES HELP 
DRY ACT ENFORCEMENT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(?)— 
Approximately half the states are giv- 
ing fairly satisfactory co-operation 
in dry law enforcement, Assistant Sec- 
retary Lowman said today, adding 
that in the other half it was spas- 
modic and not all the government 
would wish. 

The treasury, through the prohibi- 
tion bureau, started a movement last 
summer to obtain better co-operation 
from the states. Conferences were 
held with governors and prosecutors 
and they were asked to shoulder more 
of the prohibition burden by trying 
minor violations under the _ state 
nuisance statutes. As a_ result of 
these conferences, Lowman said, some 
aid was being received in each state, 
though in about half it was spasmodic 
and not as much as the government 
would like to have. 

Lowman did not name the states in 
which the co-operation had increased 
or those in which the assistance was 
less than expected. 

In urging the states to take a great- 
er share in enforcement, federal of- 
ficials said that if the states would 
look after the minor violations it 
would leave federal officers free to 
direct their attention toward the large 
producers and distributors of illicit 
liquor.

Rockefeller ‘Movie’ Greets 
Guests at Standard Oil 
Banquet. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 10.—() 
More than 200 outstanding leaders in 
the industries of the United States 
celebrated here tonight the sixtieth an- 
niversary of the founding of the 
Standard Oil Company by John D. 
Rockefeller, Sr., and his former asso- 
ciates. Mr. Rockefeller, spending the 
winter at Ormond Beach, Fla., was 
unable to be present, but a talking 
picture of him conveyed a personal 
greeting to those assembled. 

It was the founding of the Standard 
Oil Company 60 years ago that was 
the beginning of the high attainments 
of the present oil industry, and the 
stroke that make Rockefeller at one 
time the richest man in the country. 
From that fortune he is known to 
have given more than $750,000,000 to 
science and charity to further world’s 
fight for a better and healthier race. 

Joining in the tribute to Rockefel- 
ler, “the oil king,” tonight were rep- 
resentatives from all of the Standard 
Oil Companies which have grown out 
of the original firm, and from many 
of their large competitors. The cele- 
bration was arranged by W. T. Holli- 
day, president of the Standard Oil 
Company of Ohio. ® 

Although now past 90 years of age, 
Mr. Rockefeller, as shown in the spe- 
cial talking picture, appeared to be in 
excellent health. He was shown walk- 
ing in front of his Ormond Beach 
home, and then reading a letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Holliday, conveying his 
greetings to tonight’s gathering. In 
conclusion, the great figure of the oil 
world smiled happily and waved cheer- 
fully toward the camera. 

Rockefeller’s beginnings in the in- 
fant oil industry were commonly dis- 
cussed at the meeting. He was among 
the first to realize the tentialities 
of oil after the first oil well was 
drilled in 1859 near Titusville, Pa., 
taking $17,000 profits out of a com- 
mission business in Cleveland, Rocke- 
feller invested it with an equal amount 
from his partner, Maurice B. Clark, 
in a “cheese-box” refinery here in 
1862. Three years later, when he was 
26 years old, he bought out Clark for 
$72,500. Ten years before he had been 
an office boy at $15 a month. 

Samuel Andrews and Henry M. 
Flagler later became interested with 
Rockefeller. Flagler gave him a con- 
tract with Stephen VY. Harkness, then 
Cleveland’s richest man. 
provided unlimited credit and a part- 
nership of “Rockefeller, Andrews & 
Flagler” was formed, and bought out 
many competitors, 

The next step in Rockefeller’s in- 
dustrial structure was the founding of 
the Standard Oil Company. The in- 
corporation papers were signed Janu- 
ary 10, 1870, bearing the names of 
Rockefeller, Andrews, Flagler, Hark- 
ness and William Rockefeller, a 
brother. All of these except “John D.” 
a died, while he hopes to reach

:: ABSOLUTELY REFUSES 


And Does Best 


TO DISCUSS POLITICS :

MADRID, Spain, Jan. 10.—Don 
Miguel Primo De Rivera y Orbaneja, 
marquis of Estella, foreign minister, 
prime minister and dictator of Spain, 
gave me an “exclusive interview” to- 
day—in which he did his best not to 
say a thing. 

Busy over papers, harried by secre- 
taries, nervous as a result of the re- 
cent crisis and doubtless hungry—4At 
was almost 9 in the evening and he 
had not yet dined—Primo took me in 
his room with one hand and saw ine 
out with the other five minutes later, 
but in the interim was friendly, bright 
—and, alas, confidential. 

He resolutely and absolutely refused 
to discuss politics. 

He was interested, however, in the 
forthcoming Chicago century of prog- 
ress fair, and he replied to a question 
whether Spain would be represented | 


by saying humorously that it depend- | 


ed on what kind of a fair it was, and 
anyway that Spain had not been in- 
vited yet. 

-“But at your last world’s fair Spain 
was importantly represented, first by 
a visit in person of the Infanta Eu- 
lalia, aunt of King Alfonso, and sec- 
ond by a shipment of replicas of Co- 
lumbus’ caravels,” Primo said. Then 
he added the hope that this time too 
Spain would be importantly represent- 
ed. “We had an exhibit at the Phila- 
delphia (sesqui-centennial) fair, but 
I understand that that fair was not so 
successful,” Primo laughed. 

Primo is a big, loose fellow, who 
crouches over his small desk, dwarf- 
ing it. He smiles brilliantly, showing 
a large gold tooth, and chuckles as he 
talks. He was dresse’ in a dark gray 
suit, not a uniform. 

“What do you think has been the 
most important achievement of the 
dictatorship during the past six 
years?” I tried to ask him. 

“They are so numerous I could 
begin to tell you,” Primo said. 

He then insisted that he could 
answer political questions except 
writing and after long preparation. 

He diverted the talk to questioning 
me as to how long I had been in 
Spain, how I found it, whether or not 
I had yet been to the great Spanish 
fairs in Barcelona and Seville. I said 
that I was going next week.

“Well, when you come back I shall 
take a hand at interviewing you,” 
Primo said. 

Meantime the atmosphere of his of- 
fice was one denoting extreme hurry. 
Primo has three gestures—a wide snile 
for which he lifts his whole jaw, an 
intense, nervous fiddling of various pa- 
pers and a renee drawing of his 
hand down the length of his nose, 

I mentioned the interest and uncer- 
tainty in the United Statés over the 
future of his dictatorship, but he re- 
fused to say anything except to insist 
that my questions be written. 

“I am always delighted to see Amer- 
icans and say ‘Good evening’ to 
them,” Primo concluded, giving me a 
large slap on the back and a final 
friendly wink. “But at this time I 
cannot be interviewed.” 

When my request for an\interview 
was granted there had been no men- 
tion that questions should be writ- 
ten. Therefore, at the risk of being 
somewhat tactless — especially as 
Primo’s secretary, who had been in- 
terpreting, said that he was awfully 
sorry but he had to meet someone at 
the train—I tried to persist. I drew 
some interest from Primo by remind- 
ing him that he had been an important 
officer in the garrison at Manila dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War and 
asked him whether h: had any amus- 
ing memories regarding the American 
army. (Primo’s chief hobby is military 
affairs, and he has o*t n expressed pro- 
found respect for things American). 

“That was pretty long ago, and 
did not see any actual action in the 
Philippines; I was transferred from 
Manila two months before the end of 
the war,” Primo said. 

Again I attempted a serious politi- 
cal question, but again Primo cut me 
off. And by this time the door was 
open, showing flurried groups of offi- 
cials and secretaries and hangers-on 
awaiting their precious word with the 
dictator before he went to dinner. 

Primo said good-by. 

Thus, so far as this correspondent 
is concerned, two‘of the most interest- 
ing questions in Spain remain a mys- 
tery—one, is Primo really going to re- 
tire in July; two, what exactly are 
the relations between Primo and the 
king? On amswers to these hinge the 
future of Spain, and it may be that 
no one knows the answers—including 
Primo.

The High Calling of 
Integrity of 


the Lawyer and the 
the Courts. 


By their courteous invitation I had 
the appreciated privilege last evening 
to make a brief address to the Atlanta 

bk nae oe Lawyers Club, 

5 which is one of 

the foreeful cul- 

tural organiza- 

tions of our fair 
city. 

In my early 
manhood, after 
being graduated 
from college, with 
several ayenues of 
intellectual activ- 
ity open to me, I 
chose the law as 
that profession 
then _most- calcu- 
lated to eall forth 

> the powers of my 
mind in a career 
of usefulness. 

At Nashville, 

the capital of my native state, I be- 
came a student in the law firm of 
Smith, Baxter & Allison, then the 
most noted in the state. Colonel Bax- 
ter Smith, the senior, had been a gal- 
lant officer in the Confederate army 
and was a brilliant practitioner. Colo- 
nel Ed Baxter. also an artillery of- 
ficer in the Confederate army, was 
afterwards general counsel of the 
Louigville & Nashville Railway Coff- 
pany and dean of the law school at 
Vanderbilt university. Mr. Allison 
became chancellor of the Nashville 
district and suffered assassination by 
a disappointed litigant in his court. 
Under these able men I obtained a 
good enough understanding of the 
principles of law to pass @~n open ex- 
amination before the bench of the su- 
preme court on which sat, Chief Jus- 
tice A. O. P. Nicholson and Justices 
Thomas J. Freeman and Thomas A. 
R. Nelson, three of the ablest jurists 
the state has ever produced. They 
signed my license with warm words of 
commendation and encouragement. 
That was in the spring of 1872. 


Since then I have been enrolled with 
the bar and practiced in the courts 
of Georgia, Virginia, Texas, Oklahoma 
and Arizona in special cases. But 
after serving in 1S72-4 as personal 
secretary to ex-President Andrew 
Johnson, and 10 years from 1876 to 
1885, inclusive, as official reporter of 
the courts of the Atlanta cireuit, I 
retired from law to journalism and 
evangelism.

The profession of law is one of the 
ancient three noble estates of civiliza- 
tion—the ministry, the national arms, 
and the law—and in America we have 
definitely added journalism as _ the 
‘“tourth estate.” 


Among the estates law should really 
rank as the first, because all the 
precious interests of civilized man are 
dependent upon the purity and equity 
with which the laws of their govern- 
ance are administered. Courts are the 
“cities of refuge” to which men of 
peace and honor must go for the safety 
of their lives, their liberties, their 
rights and properties. Their judges, 
figuratively, but should actually, serve 
in every case “pro hac vice” for the 
supreme judge of the whole creation. 
The lawyers, who are the adjutants of 


hold as superb an office as is given 
to man anywhere. f 


The Dignity of the Profession. 


The practice of law should be kept 
upon the high plane of a scientific 
profession. It is so in England, 
whence we have derived our general 
principles and precedents, as well as 
many technicalities of practice. 

But with the growth of our na- 
tion, its population and their multi- 
form interests, the profession § in 
many places has become a vocation 
of legal fishing, or a field for shy- 
ster rabbit hunting. Instead of every 
admittee to the bar being a legal 
scientist, through careful preparation, 
a heavy percentage of them have no 
higher faculty than case-copping out 
‘of the voluminous court reports. They 
argue from and rely almost wholly 
upon what analogies they can find 
between the claims of their case in 
hand and some other cases decided 
in other courts, perhaps a century 
ago. That is merely legal cobbler-

legal science. 


verse and all it contains is by laws. 
Civilization grows out of the same 
relationship of actions to laws. Hence 
it is reasonable that a lawyer should 
hold the same relation to the pub- 
lic in their rights as the doctor does 
to their health. He should be as 
adept to assuage and cure legal 
wrongs as the physician should be to 
cure physical diseases. 
And courts should be so organized 
and staffed with judges and lawyers 
as competent and quick with relief 
for injured rights as the best hos- 
pitals are to give relief to injured 
limbs and bodies. 
And there. should ; 
courts for the purposes of speedy jus- 
tice. One of the briefest, most pow-

Jesus always closely identified His 
body 
He evidently regarded the 
the multitude as one of 
significant acts, a regard 
stimulated by -the fact that among 
oriental peoples nothing Was more 
sacred than hospitality. Consequently 
their religious feasts, including those 
of the Jews, had a prominence and 
a meaning which western nations do 
not readily apprehend. 

The Passover was Israel's seal and 
sign-of her covenanted relation with 
Jehovah. Her expectation of a com- 
ing Messiah was embellished by con- 
ceptions of His temporal pomp and 
circumstance, and of a great banquet 
to which all faithful Hebrews would 
be summoned.

Will Be Incorporated in 
Delaware Today and Start 
Buying. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—()— 
Ready to operate on Monday, the new 
$30,000,000: national cotton co-opera- 
tive prepared tonight to file articles 
of incorporation in Delaware tomor- 
row. It will probably be called the 
“(Cotton Corporation of America” and 
have headquarters in the export mar- 
ket judged most advantageous. De- 
termination of the location is expect- 
ed to be announced tomorrow. 

Announcement of the progress was 
made by Carl Williams, representing 
cotton on the federal farm board. He 
said he expected the organization to 
incorporate tomorrow, elect officers, 
take stock subscriptions from mem- 
ber co-operatives and be ready to buy 
and sell cotton Monday. 

He predicted it would act imme- 
diately to market what it could get 
of the remainder of the present crop. 

“Under the laws of Delaware,” 
Williams said, “a corporation can 
start business with $1,000 capital. 
Stock subscriptions ready to be de- 
livered to the cotton corporation far 
exceeded that figure, and if it wishes 
the corporation can get whatever loans 
are necessary from the federal farm 
board.” . 

Williams stressed the fact that once 
operating, the corporation would keep 
its business secrets away from the pub- 


c, 

‘We are going into this,” he said, 
“to make money for the cotton farm- 
ers and for the corporation as their 
national marketing agency. We can 
expect the keenest of business com- 
petition and necessarily must keep 
our operations as secret as those of 
any private concern,” 

Williams had just had a long-dis- 
tance call from an operator on the 
New York Stock Market, who want- 
ed to know when the corporation was 
going to buy cotton. 

“Lt told him it was none of his 
business,” Williams said. “That must 
be our answer to all outsiders who 
ask questions about the money we aré 
going to use, where, how and when 
we are going to buy or sell.” 

The national organization commit-

Georgia Representative Says

Muscle Shoals constitutes a “national 
scandal,” made in the house today by 
Representative Wright, democrat, 
Georgia, awakened again one of the 
long controverted issues in congress.

Continuous and intensive work in 
Chieago since the storm started on 
Wednesday averted a complete tie-up 
of.traffic such as was experienced dur- 
ing the pre-Christmas blizzard. More 
than eight inches of snow fell here, 15 
inches at Galesburg. Ill., and 15 inches 
at Kansas City, Mo. 

Temperatures were reasonably mod- 


‘erate except in the Rocky mountain 


regions and the northern states. It 
was 10 degrees below zero at Havre, 
Mont., and eight below at Helena. 

Loss of live stock was large through- 
out the west. ; 

The unusually heavy precipitation 
sent rivers gushing over their banks in 
southern Indiana, Arkansas and Ten- 
nessee. 

Hundreds of acres of land were 
flooded in Indiana and 11 highways 
closed. Lower temperatures brought 
the prediction that further flood dam- 
age was not likely. 

More than three score families were 
driven from their homes in Arkansas 
and western Tennessee by high rivers 
which washed out bridges and blocked 
highways. The muddy overflow of the 
White river rushed two feet deep 
through the streets of Richmond, Ark. 


VERMONT STREAMS 
LEAVE BANKS. 

SWANTON, Vt., Jan. 10.—(4)— 
Residents of a section of this town 
were prepared to leave their homes 
tonight as waters of the Missouri 
river continued to rise. reaching 
level higher than in 1927 when a large 
part of Vermont was flooded. 

A temperature of 10 degrees below 
zero prevailed. It was believed that 
continuation of the cold weather would 
prevent further rising of the river. 
The waters had backed up seven miles 
from the mouth of the river at Lake 
Champlain and covered an area over 
a mile wide. 

Farmers in boats were able to reach 
barns sheltering cattle that had been 
abandoned. The animals were fed 
and blanketed. ‘The second ice jam 
caused the waters to recede to the 
extent that the stock were no longer 
standing in icy waters. 

Water. tonight was from two to 
three feet deep in the street near the 
river bank and the floor of the Ver- 
mont Marble Company plant was 
three feet under water. More than 
a score of families were making prep- 
arations to go to homes on higher land 
although it seemed certain that the 
cold weather would at least tempo- 
rarily halt the flood conditions.

production. 

Senator Broussard, democrat, Louis- 
iana, the only other speaker dur- 
ing the day, urged adoption of the 
house rate of 2.40 cents against Cuba. 
He said the Coca-Cola Company and 
an association of soft drink bottlers 
had paid for telegrams to members 
of congress from soft drink dealers 
over the country protesting against a 
raise in duty, and that one of these 
dealers in Linden, La., had “forged” 
the names of housewives in that com- 
munity to telegrams of this nature. 

Indications at the close of the day’s 
arguments were that a vote would not 
be reached on the sugar item before 
Tuesday. A session was called for 
tomorrow, although this usually is a 
senate holiday. 

Waving his arms and walking up 
and down the center aisle of the cham- 
ber Senator Smoot amazed his col- 
leagues with the vitality he displayed 
in ripping to “propagandists” against 
a higher sugar levy. A little while 
earlier he had celebrated his 68th 
birthday at a luncheon given in his 
honor by his two sons. 


“Having acquired large sugar hold- 
ings in Cuba,” he said, “the National 
City Bank would like to see the domes- 
tic sugar industry destroyed so that 
larger profits from its foreign invest- 
ments might accrue.” 

During the skyrocketing of prices 
in 1920, he added, the New York bank 
“poured some hundred million or so 
dollars” into Cuban sugar believing 
that large profits could be made in so 
doing. When the deflation came, he 
continued, many Cuban mills were 
deply in debt to the institution which 
then set about “squeezing the Cubans 
and taking control of their properties.” 


“Having exacted its pound of flesh 
from the ‘poor Cubans,’” he went on. 
“this bank: took over the better or- 
ganized mills of its creditors and 
formed a holding company known as 
‘General Sugars, Incorporated,’ under 
which it is now operating these mills, 
_“I make no charges against the 
National City Bank but its stock- 
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holders and the public at large would, | 
I believe, be very much interested in 
the details of the formation of ‘Gen- 
eral Sugars, Incorporated.’ ” 

ollette said the activity of

There was no indication at tht 
present time, he said, that “any ex- 
pedient to which we can resort—ex- 
cept at a clearly exorbitant cost— 
can greatly increase the production of 
the continental United States beyond 
the 20 per cent ratio at which it has 
stood for many years.” 

As for Cuba, La Follette declared, to 
“disregard our traditional responsibili- 
ties toward our neighbor republic must 
inevitably jeopardize the exiStence of 
friendly political and trade relations 
with all of the other nations of Latin- 
America.” 

The Wisconsin senator also assailed 
labor conditions in the domestic beet 
sugar industry. These were so “de- 
based,” he said, that the industry 
“might well be ashamed to come before 
us asking for an increase in the duty 
levied for its benefit, 

“Long hours, child labor, field la- 
bor on the part of every member of 
the family, and unsuitable housing,” 
he asserted, “have been all too char- 
acteristic of the conditions inflicted 
upon the beet workers.” 


MAN PLEADS GUILTY 
TO $500,000 DEFAULT, 
SENTENCED TO PEN 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—()—Plead- 
ing guilty to defalcations totaling ap- 
proximately $500,000, Cornelius Calla- 
han, former assistant secretary of the 
Bancitaly Corporation, today was sen- 
tenced to a term of from two and one- 
half to five years in Sing Sing prison. 

In passing sentence Judge Cornelius 
F’. Collins, of general sessions, said: 

“His life has been practically blast- 


ed by his dishonesty and his family 
has been disgraced. I am taking this 
in consideration in passing sentence.”

'Florida, the department of agricul- 


ture’s quarantine service has stepped 
out to show just how smuggle-proof 
a border patrol can be. 

Since last May, when the depart- 
ment set up in the fruit fly business, 
the patrol has been busily bottling 
the Mediterranean menace within the 
peninsula, 

More than a million automobiles— 
an average of 150,000 a month—have 
been halted at the border and search- 
ed for forbidden fruits, according to 
P. A. Hoidale, who is directing the 
task. : 

There hasn’t been a slip that is 
known, 

“We do not know of a single in- 
stance in which contraband has 
crossed the border,” said Hoidale. 

Cost of the patrol will run under 
$900,000 for the entire year, he esti- 
mated, 

Only watermelons, pineapples and 
nuts may cross the state line via auto 
for fear of spreading the pest to other 
regions—Georgia’s peach belt, for 
example, is near, and peaches are a 
favored host of the fly. The embargo 
is partially lifted until January 51 
on certain carload lots on common 
carriers. 

The patrol operates with a force 
about 90 normally, but now, 
season's peak, it has been 


Stations and patrols run on a 24- 
hour basis. During the day cars are 
flagged to a stop. At night torches 
are used. The patrolmen wear a 
dark uniform similar to the army’s. 
They are unarmed, but wear badges. 
The department furnishes’ sleeping 
quarters at the stations. 

No matter how rude the indignant 
tourist the inspectors nrust smile, but 
be firm. 

“Some of the travelers get rather 
angry, to be sure,” said Hoidale, “but 
we have never had any serious trou- 
le. 

“We are very careful in choosing 
our men and we warn them frequently 
that courtesy is an absolute require- 
ment. Generally we try them out for 
a month or more before taking them 
on permanently.”

THE HAGUE, Jan. 10.—()—The 
leading delegates at the second ses- 
sion of The Hague conference on rep- 
arations already are beginning to leave 
the city of peace and arbitration, al- 
though there is as yet nothing defi- 
nitely on’ paper to register adoption 
of the Young plan. 

Foreign Minister Aristide Briand, of 
France, took the North Star express 
for Paris today with Geneva and 
the sessions of the council of the 
league of Nations as his ultimate 
destination. Foreign Minister Julius 
Curtius, of Germany, is getting ready 
to join him there at the beginning of 
the week. Other delegates are begin- 
ning to consider —apprehensiveiy 
whether they are going to have any 
time after the conference to prepare 
for the London naval meeting. 

The big six representatives talked 
together again today. The private con- 
versations went on without anything 
developing to show whether’ agree- 
ment on any question 
brought nearer. The 
British remain optimistic and hope 
everything will be threshed out by 
Tuesday evening, but Dr. Curtius has 
planned to get back from Geneva on 
Thursday. 

The leading delegates today were 
guests of the Foreign Journalists’ As- 
sociation at a luncheon in celebra- 
tion of the tenth anniversary of ex- 
istence of the League of Nations. Pre- 
mier Tardieu, of France, assured the 
newspapermen that France was _ in 
earnest behind the movement for final 
and thorough stabilization of peace.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Five 
women, representing five great na- 
tions, are on their way to Washing- 
ton to discuss what women can do to 
support their governments in steps 
taken at the naval limitation confer- 
ence in London. They will act as 
delegates from Japan, Germany, Eng- 
land, France and the United States 
at the conference on the cause and 
cure of war which opens here Jan- 
uary 14. 

This will be the first presentation 
of the viewpoints of other nations at 
the conference since it was organized 
five years ago. At the four previous 
sessions only American speakers ap- 
peared, 

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, veter- 
an white-haired fighter for women’s 
causes for nearly 50 years, arrived 
today to welcome the five internation- 
al delegates and the 500 women rep- 
resenting 10 organizations in this 
country. Mrs. Catt is national chair- 
man of the conference, which she 
founded. 

The five women delegates will hold 
an open forum January 17 to discuss 
the causes and cures of war _ from 
viewpoints gained in their individual 
countries. The delegates are Kathleen 
D. Courtney, of England: Frau 
Dorothee Von Velsen, of Germany: 
Madame Marie-Louise Puech, of 
France; Madame Tsune Gauntlett, of 
Japan, and. Miss Ruth Morgan, of the 
United States. 


_ All are leaders of peace movements 
in their respective countries. Several 
have seen the ugliness of war at close 
range and wear service decorations. 
They will urge more international 
pacts and arbitration treaties as the 
best means of abolishing war. They 
will discuss methods for enforcing 
treaties already made. 


Kathleen Courtney is honorary sec- 
retary of the British women’s peace 
crusade which she helped organize 
and which worked for the acceptance 
of the Kellogg pact. She was deco- 
rated by the Serbian government: for 
relief work in the war. 


Frau Dorothee Von Velsen, of Ger- 
many, Was in civil service in the oec- 
cupied districts of Belgium and the 
Ukraine during the war. Last sum- 
mer she organized the Berlin congress 
of women.

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UTILITIES DEF 


Counsel Seeks To Read Into 
Record Approval of Col- 
lege Activity. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(?)— 
Undertaking a general defense of pub- 
lic utility associations in their rela- 
tions with educational institutions, 
B. F. Weadock, counsel for the joint 
committee of National Utility Asso- 
ciations, sought unsuccessfully today 
to enter into the federal trade com- 
mission’s record resolutions of +va- 
rious groups approving the conduct 
of college professors who had been 
employed, 

Ruling that opinions of outside 
bodies had no place in the commis- 
sion’s investigation of utility publicity 
methods, Commissidner McCulloch ex- 
cluded a resolution of the state sen- 
ate of Nebraska and another adopted 
by the board of trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama clearing two pro- 
fessors of impropriety in their em- 
ployment. by utility companies or as- 
sociations while connected with the 
universities of the two states. 

A document relating to a plan of 
the Association of University Profes- 
sors for adoption of a code of ethics 
to govern the relation of professors 
with industrial eoncerns was rejected 
on the same ground, 

The hearing was continued until 
next ‘Tuesday. Preston S. Arkwright, 
president of the Georgia Railway & 
Power Company and a former presi- 
dent of the National Electric Light 
Association, then will take the stand 
as the first witness presented by the 
utrities. 

Weadock introduced a survey of 
public utility relations with universi- 
ties made by a committee headed by 
C. O. Ruggles, formerly of the Ohio 
State Dniversity and gow connected 
with the Harvard school of business. 
Ruggles’ committee had been the sub- 
ject of considerable investigation and 
it was shown that he was in the pay 
of utilities, 

The professors in whose behalf 
Weadock sought to introduce the reso- 
lution were V, L. Hollister, professor 
of electricat engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, and Dr. Thomas, 
of the bugeau of research, University 
of Alabama.

Bishop Messmer’s 
Condition Reported 
Much Improved 


BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 10.— 
(P) — Physicians attending Arch- 
bishop Sebastian G. Messmer, of 
Milwaukee, Wis., stricken with a 
bronchial affection while visiting in 
Louisiana, reported his condition as 
improved today. 

The aged prelate, dean in years of 
the Catholic church episcopacy in the 
United States, and for 26 years head 
of the Milwaukee diocese, entered a 
sanitarium operated by Franciscan 
Sisters here two weeks ago when a 
chronic malady recurred while he was 
resting on the shores of Lake Pont- 
chartrain, in southeast Louisiana, Late 
yesterday he was reported to have 
contracted a cold and to be threatened 
with pneumonia. His age, 82 years, 
made his “condition serious, his phy- 
sicians announced. He is the oldest 
Catholic archbishop in the United 
States. Msgr. A. C. Brieg, head of 
the St. Francis Seminary in Milwau- 
kee, who accompanied the archbishop 
south, returning home two weeks ago, 
came back to Baton Rouge tonight to 
remain in attendance during the pre- 
late’s illness. 

Archbishop Messmer, a native of 
Switzerland, is well known for his 
contributions to church literature. He 
received his Doctor of Divinity de- 
cree from Pope Leo XIII in 1885, 
and was made a Doctor of Catholic 
Literature at Appollinare University 
in Rome in 1890.

Nordhausen Exhibit 


Sidelights of old world life are re- 
flected in the exhibit of A. Henry 
Norhhausen, of New York, prominent 
young American artist, whose work 
is on view in the auditorium gallery 
of the High Museum of Art, 1262 
Peachtree street.

In 
fact, on the ténnis courts it struck me that Mr. Tilden was about one of 
the greatest showmen I ever had seen in sports. 

The only criticism I would find of Mr. Tilden’s performance 

on the courts is that sometimes the spectators get the notion that 

he is acting a part. I believe that a dramatic critic would charac- 

terize this as bad acting or over-acting, or something of the sort. 

I believe that the actor never should let those on the other side 

of the footlights or out of the range of the net feel that he is acting. 

Tilden seems to do this at times or it might be that in my ignor- 

ance of matters theatrical I get this impression. 

Moreover I feel that no matter how much Tilden could learn about 
the writing game he could not write the tennis epics that he has played 
on some of the tennis courts here and abroad. But again, perhaps, | 
underestimate the other talents of this many-sided young man, young in 
years but comparatively aging in regard to tennis. When he is forced 
to give up active tennis competition he might shine as brilliantly in the 
other lines as he has in tennis. He might. 


Tilden and the Solons. 

Tilden’s skirmishes with the United States Lawn Tennis Association 
contributed no little to the gayety of sports in general, but not to the 
peace of mind of the serious gentlemen who ruled the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association. Mr. Tilden’s portable typewriter, on which 
he played with profit in the height of the tennis season, annoyed the 
U. S. L. T. A. no little and for a considerable period. As a matter of 
fact, it still does. Whenever a member of the U. S. L. T. A. héars a 
typewriter he turns pale and instinctively looks up to see if Tilden has 
once more broken loose into illegal literature. 

The United States Lawn Tennis Association undertook to de- 


fine amateurism to the nth degree. In congress assembled the 
defender of amateur tennis framed what was called the player- 


writer rule. The edict was to the effect that, while amateur 

tennis players of high ranking might write essays on tennis, they 

were not to report tennis tournaments in which they were en- 
gaged actively. 

The essays, the conclusion was, would rebound to the greater glory 
of tennis. The mere journalistic work in connection with tennis would 
mean that the player-writers were capitalizing their court prestige and 
therefore were profiting directly or indirectly through their participation 
in amateur tennis. This was very reprehensible. The rule was passed 
and Tilden signed an agreement to abide by it.

of grace 1930, enlightened Germany 
has deigned to permit a case of

courts, 

In the criminal court of Kroepelin, 
a village of Mecklenburg province of 
the Baltic, the judge had passed .a 
verdict in a real witch trial, and it 
came about this way. 


For some time the village had been 
pursued by evil fortune, It saw its 
eattle dying off and its harvests de- 
stroyed by storms. The peasants could 
not explain these ills except by their 
belief in witcheraft. Therefore, they 
engaged the services of a renowned 
wizard from Rostock, another town 
on the Baltic, who for $15 and some 
hams promised to exorcise the malig- 
nant witch. 

Panic struck the peasants when, 
after weird incantations, an old wom- 
an was found in a small patch of 
woods and declared by the omnipotent 
wizard to be the baleful witch re- 
sponsible for the  villager’s misfor- 
tunes, Thereupon the village butcher 
stepped up and publicly denounced 
the old woman, 

The husband of the alleged evil 
one filed suit and in the trial the 
butcher was fined for insult.
